It must be agreed that the local jab-and-stab artist 
was a more confident going battler than the night two 
weeks back when Halligan all but ran him out of the 
Pavilion. 

From the third round, inclusive, 
the fighting, unless tak account 
clown-like rushes in which Halligan indulges. 

However, at no time did the Fighting Cop really tag 
his dusky adversary ... tag him, for instance, in such 
a way that his knees began to buckle. 

As a matter of fact neither of the headliners bore so 
much as a red welt at-the finish. MacDonald took most of 
Halligan’s wild punches on his elbows, forearms and back.
